Cabinet Divided in Its 
Opinion. ' 


Gen. Alger Said to Fav 
or War. 


Chicago, Feb. 20.—The inter Ocean 
in an extra edition said this morning: 
The Important question with 
the 
president is whether he can settle this 
question without war. Some of his ad­ 
visers believe that he can by demand­ 
ing an indemnity from Spain. 
Others 
do not believe that a mere money in­ 
demnity will satisfy the American peo­ 
ple. In the present temper of the peo­ 
ple there would be danger in such a 
proposition. 


The Spanish leaders have referred to 
the United States in contempt as a 
“commercial nation,” who^e sole am­ 
bition is sordid wealth, and they have 
an idea that any outrage on America 
can be wiped out with mouey. 


The Chronicle said in its last edition: 
Now, the president does not want 
war, although be is preparing for it. 
But he is at the same time sounding 
the cabinet and congress to see how 
the idea of demanding a monetary in­ 
demnity is received. 
□ The cabinet is very badly divided on 
the proposition. Secretaries Gage and 
Bliss are with the president. They 
say that in the circumstances a mone­ 
tary compensation for the battleship 
and for the lives of her lost crew is ail 
that could fairly be asked. Secretaries 
Alger, Long and Wilson, on the other 
hand, scorn the suggestion that a de­ 
mand be made for indemnity. 


Mr. Wilson has expressed himself 
very vigorously on the question. lie 
said to a United States senator this 
morning: 


“The moment it is clearly shown

New York. Feb. 26.—Regarding the 
ten-inch loaded powder-case and the 
empty one, smashed and burned, recov­ 
ered from the wreck of the Maine, Rear 
Admiral Erben says: 


"I should certainly take the first as 
an indication that the magazine con­ 
taining the ten-inch ammunition did 
not explode. I agree that if the empty 
powder-case had exploded there would 
have been nothing left of it—absolutely 
nothing. It is more than likely that the 
empty case was one of those returned 
to the magaalne after target practice. 
In the absence of other 
information 
than that In the newspapers we cannot 
tell anything definite about It, but If 
the magazine did not exvjlode, what 
kind of torpedo could do It? Let them 
tell us that. 
No torpedo that I ever 
heard of could do that amount of dam­ 
age.” 


Continuing, the admiral said: "While 
do not think much of the theory^of an 
accident by spontaneous combustion, 
the statement that spontaneous com­ 
bustion could not have taken place be­ 
cause the coal was only three months 
old need not be considered. I have seen 
the same kind of coal, lying right out 
In the navy yard shed, catch fire of Its 
own accord in two weeks after It was 
put there. 
I have said from the first, 
and I repeat It now. that they will 
never find out what sunk the ship until 
It Is raised, and the sooner the wrecking 
companies’ divers get to work the bet­ 
ter. 
It Is dangerous to work down 
there in Havana’s dirty bay. 
Ships’ 
divers are amateurs at the business, 
and no good results can be expected of 
them. Those professional men go at It 
in a system atic way, and they are as a 
rule fearless men.” 


Regarding the moorings of the Maine 
in Havana harbor. Admiral Erben said: 
‘I understand that the Spanish flag­ 
ship, when she was last In Havana, was 
moored at the same buoy at which the 
Maine 
anchored. 
We do not 
know 
whether the harbor Is laid with mines, 
and we probably never shall know. W’e 
have no right to question it. any more 
than the Spaniards have a right to 
know whether this harbor is laid with 
mines. 
If it were known that there 
were no mines laid It would be an in­ 
vitation for some crank to lay some on 
his own account. The pilot that moored 
the Maine was under orders from the 
Spanish admiral, and the admiral is 
res|x>nslble for her safety, just as we 
are responsible for the safety of the 
Vizcaya while she is in our harbor."

It appeurti that the 
statesmen who manage the foreign af­ 
fairs of the country becuinu involved 
in suohfa net of falt^ehootii« that it be­ 
came necessary to t^acrllU'u tfoino one, 
and, Dreyfus, and later Zola, were su- 
l e c ^ as scapegoats.

H IS T IM E H A D COME. 


They wore five, with tho guide, suug- 
camped up iu tho forests of tho 
Raugeley country, und the day’s sport 
had boeu a trifle beavy if empty. They 
bad done a long tramp. Tho broad fire* 
)lace yawued a crackling comfort. There 
was soothing punch on the table and our 
)ipes wore drawing well. The talk had 
drifted to casualty and fatality aud to 
tho oxchaugo of views upou the hair* 
breadth line which divides tho chauco 
of life from that of death iu peculiar 
cases 


The guide told of a youug follow who 
lad beeu literally frightened to his 
death a few years before by tho onrush 
of a big bull moose which ho hud wound 
ed with his last cartridge. 
Tho brute 
iiad been kuocked over by a shot from 
the guide before it reached the boy. who, 
though unmarked by a scar, through 
simple terror had lost his hold upon the 
spark of life. 
Instances were nnmed 
where a fall of a few inches had brought 
death, aud others where men had falleu 
distances of 50 or (10 feet ouly to get 
up and walk ofi unharnted. 


The doctor had been a sileut listonor 
to all this talk aud sat gazing into the 
glowing coals until our stories were 
euded. Suddenly ho went to his shako- 
down, aud from beneath it drew an old 
and weather beateu satehfl, from which, 
after some search, he took au envelope 
aud returuiHl to his chair. 


“ My theory is, boys, that u niau lives 
nutil his time’s up, and uo louger, aud 
that it makes little or no dilTerence in 
his leugth of life vvhut ho does or doesn’t 
do. 1 seldom air this tlieory. 
In fact, I 
don't generally like to speak of death, 
an e.xperiunee which strangely boars out 
my theory aud which lies many years 
back. 


' ‘I bad just fairly fiettled into the 
jusiuess left mo by an old practitioner 
]iU a small mountain town in Vermoiit. 
It was not a town of wealth or great 
mortality, and I was not a busy man. 
Still, my reading kept mu occupied for 
the most part, and I had just enough of 
outside work to give mo exercise and 
maintenance. Even then I bad formed 
opinions aud read widely upon tlui doe- 
trino generally referred to n.s fatalism. 
1 had observed nothing which contro­ 
verted my ideas, while there had coiuo 
to wo much iu their support. 
Early on 
a blustery, stormy evening I was loung­ 
ing iu my ea.sy chair lu*fore a roaring 
fire, pondering over a very strange dep­ 
osition w’hioh I had just read, wheu 
my thought was interrupted by the 
sound of wheels aud a moment later 
there was a determined knock on the 
door, and I opened up. 
A quarry man 
whom I knew by sight was my caller. 


For God’s sake, doc,’ he said, 
'come over with mo to tho quarry aud 
help Big Griggs ont of hi.smisery. He’s 
got a tamping iron clean up through his 
head.' 


1 got my case, elid into a heavy coat 
and wo w’ore olf. 
Tho Overlook quarry 
was six miles distant and during the 
drive I gathered particulars. Big Griggs 
had been drilling for a heavy blast all 
afternoon, aud had loaded for an early 
moruing tiring just before the kuock oii. 
He had been tamping down the powder 
charge, short time had made him cure 
le.ss and there was a preiuature explo­ 
sion. Tile tamping irou had beeu driven 
up through both jaws aud througli the 
top of tliu cranium and still remained in 
tho wound. I mentally concluded thut 
my driver was either drawing tlie tale 
o’ersti'ong througii excess of excitement 
or ol.se thut there would bo no need of 
my .services wheu we reached the pa 
tieut. 


“ 13ut I found his statement of condi­ 
tions literally correct. 
Poor Origgs sat

diameter of one-quurter inch at one end 
aud one aud one-quarter inches at tho 
other. It must have weighed seven or 
eight pounds. I went to work and made 
him as comfortable as I could, thinking 
meanwhile of the least brutal way in 
which to tell him that the loug night 
must soon come.

“ ‘Nothing to be done, I shall live 
for years yet, aud there’s no hurry.' 


“ £ looked at Viim closely, believing 
that, afjjer all. he was not precisely 
level. 
I 
had examined the curious 
wound carefully and wouldn’t have in­ 
sured his life for 48 liours ou any terms. 
But, boys, Big Griggs lived w'ith that 
irou in his head for more than six years, 
Duriue all that time 1 attended him 
carefully, and we had loug sign voice 
discussions about our mutual belief in 
fatalism. He predicted very closely the 
date of his death, aud later 1 procured 
this somewhat ghastly photograph.”

The doctor bad gazed into the coals 
without a word since the telling of his 
story, but his lips now parted in a slow 
and uiolancholy smile as bo oaliuly an­ 
swered :
